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Remarkable Escape of a Slave. 


Extract of a letter from Parker, Pillsbury 
dated ot-Livernoal (Eng), Mareh 13, 1856, 


A most interesting case of escapement 
has just turned np here in Liverpool, The 
boatswain of the ship Asterion, of New Or- 
leans, when two days out from that port, dis- 
covered, stowed away among the cotton, a 
slave virlof about one or two and twenty 
years. He is a coloured man himself, and 
he centrived to conceal herso well as that 
she was not found until the ship reached Liv 
erpool; northen only a as custom-house offi- 
cer found her wheu searching the sailors 
quarters for contraband tobaco. When she 
turned up it was a Somewhat larger plug than 
they were accustomed to find. The poor 
boatswain gave the officer a peice of gold, 
and he promisad to keep silent. But he im- 
mediately reported him to the officers of the 
ship. The boatswain however knew his 
rights there, and dared to demand them ; sa 
he burried the girl into a boat, and sent her 
on shore. She was taken into good hands and 
supplied with clothing and other comforts,o” 
which she stood in great need. She had 
suffered fearfully on the voyage, and when 
taken from her hide'ngplace was not able to 
walk a step. At one time on the passage 
she was near dying, and the boatswain was 
greatly alarmed. He gave her sea-wafer 
and restored her somewhat, but she was more 
than a week quite ill, after she got on shore. 
The boatswain lost his wages by the transac- 
tions, but that loss he pockets quite heroically, 
T told him the story of Thomas Garrett, with 
which he was much pleased The captain 
says he has sent the owner of the slave girl, 
eleven hundred doliars, to cover his loss: 
Ge will doubtless, lose that artount, ifnot 
more, and be looked upon very suspiciously in 
New O;leansas longas he sails from that port 
Had the custom-hounse officer kept the secret 
the poor victim would have been got on shore 
and no one would have been the wiser, the 
boatswain would have saved, his wages, and 
the captain his cash and his character. Now 
the losses are all on the right side, but the 
thirty dollars due the boatswain, and the 
gains are all as we would wish them. They 
are trying all sorts of plans to abduct the 
girl but she is safein the hands and the 
house of uur friends the Powells, where she 
will remain for the present...

Ancient Peru. 

Of modern travellers who have published 
accounts of Peru, few have attended to the 
antiquities of the country, and, except in 
some recent American volumes, no descrip- 
tions are found at Cuzco, the once splendid 
city of the Incas. Until within the last few 
years it was almost forgotten that in South 
America there had been a mighty empire, 
lasting for five centuries in a state of eivili- 
zation, at least as high as any in the old 
world at the time, and even at its close su- 
perior in all but mititary art and power to 
the fierce invaders before whom it fell:— 
“ Manco Capac, who founded Cuzco, about 
the year A. D., 1050, was the progenitor of 
an illustrious line of potentates, unconquer- 
ed warriors, the patrons of architecture and 
of poetry. Among them, we have Inca 
‘Rocca, the founder of schools, whose Cyclo- 
pean palace still remains—a monument of 
bygone greatness; Viracocha, the Inca with 
florrid complexion and flaxen locks, whose 
massive citadel’ still frowns from the Sac- 
sahuaman hill: Pachacutee, the Solomon of 
the New World, whose sayings are record- 
ed by the pious care of Garcilasso ; Yupan- 
qui, who performed a march across the Chi- 
ian Andes, whic throws the achievements 
of Hannibal.

ArRvICLE I, 


We, the undersigned, associate for the purpose 
of carrying out the tollowing Pledge :— 


BRLIBVING in the necessily of measures to further pro 
mote Literature, General {ntelligence, Active Benevolence 
the Principles uf Universal Freedom, and a British Union 
not base on complexional considerations, and in the im- 
perative duty now resting upon us to thwart the plans now 
maturing to array one class of Her Maiesty's subjects 
against another. aud increasing class on the grounds of the 
complexional characteristics and origin of the latter, we 
pledge ourselves to do all in our power in our associated 
capacity, as members of this Union. and in our private 
capacity. as citizens,—Ist : ‘To promote a healthy harmony 
and to diffuse a loyal spirit among those of Her Majesty ‘s 
Subjects with whom we may associate orcome in contact 
2nd. ‘To encourage and support Press. or those Presses
